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PMC  Receives  a $220,000  Grant 
from  the  Davis  Foundation 

As  the  Bulletin  was  going  to  press,  PMC  President  Gloria  Nemerowicz  announced  that 
the  College  had  received  a $220,000.00  grant  from  the  Davis  Educational  Foundation  of 
Falmouth,  Maine,  to  further  develop  its  outcome-based  learning  program,  which  was 
introduced  to  the  curriculum  four  years  ago. 

"It  is  wonderful  to  receive  this  support  for  the  outcomes/portfolio  system  of  learning 
that  the  faculty  are  developing,”  President  Nemerowicz  said  in  announcing  the  grant. 
"We  are  very  grateful  to  the  Davis  Educational  Foundation  for  helping  us  to  develop 
these  programs  more  fully  for  the  benefit  of  our  students. 

"Portfolio  learning  is  a powerful  pedagogical  tool  that  requires  the  active  participation 
of  the  student  in  her  own  intellectual  development,”  President  Nemerowicz  added.  "This 
grant  will  allow  us  to  develop  more  fully  the  senior-level  portfolio  experience,  where  the 
student  has  the  opportunity  to  reflect  on  and  integrate  four  years  of  learning.  We  will 
also  use  the  grant  to  assess  more  systematically  the  results — the  learning  achieved 
through  this  approach.” 

The  Davis  Foundation  was  established  by  Stanton  and  Elizabeth  Davis  after  his  retire- 
ment as  chairman  of  Shaw's  Supermarkets,  Inc. 
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Only  twice  in  the  past 
30  years  has  the 
weather  gotten  the 
best  of  the  College 
and  forced  the  annual 
Commencement  exercises  indoors. 

Although  Saturday  was  truly 
miserable  with  winter-like  weather 
that  gave  the  more  fainthearted 
pause,  Commencement  Sunday  was 
bright  and  beautiful,  although 
very  chilly. 

However,  the  palpable  excitement  of  the  graduates  and 
their  guests  generated  so  much  energy  that  the  tempera- 
tures, which  were  hovering  in  the  lower  50s,  were  not  even 
noticed  and  played  no  role  in  the  events  of  the  morning. 

The  many  spring  flowering  hushes  and  plants  were  at 
their  peak,  and  the  campus  sparkled  in  the  morning  sun. 
The  convocation  procession  began  promptly  at  1 1a.m.  and 
made  its  way  from  the  Gymnasium  to  the  softball  field, 
which  was  used  this  year  because  it  is  higher  and  has  bet- 
ter drainage  than  the  traditional  site  by  the  pond.  Its 
progress  was  heralded  by  the  strains  of  a brass  ensemble. 

A perfect  setting  and  a perfect  day  for  the  87  graduates 
and  the  more  than  700  family  members,  friends,  alumnae, 
faculty,  and  staff  who  gathered  for  the  festivities  and 
who  burst  into  spontaneous  applause  as  the  procession  of 


graduates,  all  robed  in  black, 
made  its  way  onto  the  field. 

President  Gloria  Nemerowicz 
officially  opened  the  cere- 
monies, welcoming  everyone 
to  the  90th  Commencement  of 
the  College  and  describing 
the  occasion  as  a celebration 
of  our  learning  community  of 
women.  Then,  addressing  the 
graduating  seniors,  she  said, 
“We  are  very  proud  of  you. 
This  academic  year — your  senior  year — began  with  great 
sorrow  and  confusion.  Following  September  1 1,  you  helped 
us  all  come  together  as  an  emotional  and  intellectual  com- 
munity as  we  pressed  for  answers  and  understanding. 
Together  we  have  deepened  our  resolve  to  keep  our  com- 
munity open,  our  diversity  strong,  and  to  make  the  princi- 
ples of  inclusivity  and  social  responsibility  a reality." 

Following  these  remarks,  President  Nemerowicz  called 
on  the  Director  of  Multicultural  and  Spiritual  Programs, 
Robyn  Franklyn-Vaughn,  to  deliver  the  invocation,  and 
mentioning  that  Robyn  would  soon  be  receiving  her  Master's 
of  Divinity  Degree  from  the  Episcopal  Divinity  School. 
Charmaine  Turner,  president  of  the  Student  Government 
Association,  and  Dawn  Doucette,  senior  class  speaker,  then 
delivered  individual  salutations,  and  each  reflected  on  her 
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time  at  PMC  and  the  impact  that  it 
had  in  her  life. 

Honorary  degrees  were  awarded  to 
Libby  C.  Candler  '77,  cochair  of  Pine 
Manor  College's  Board  of  Trustees, 
Susan  L.  Lindquist,  director  of  the 
Whitehead  Institute  for  Biomedical 
Research,  and  Marita  Rivero,  vice 
president  and  radio  general  manager 
for  WGBH.  Each  of  the  recipients 
made  brief  remarks  (see  pg.  4). 

Faculty  awards,  student  awards,  and 
the  Alumna  Distinguished  Service 
Award  were  announced  (see  pg.  6),  and 
then  Dean  of  the  College  Nia  Lane 
Chester  presented  the  graduating  class 
for  the  formal  awarding  of  their 
degrees.  Seventy-eight  graduates  received 
Bachelor's  degrees,  and  9 received 
Associate's  degrees  in  the  following 
areas:  24  in  Business  Administration; 
15  in  Biology;  one  in  Child  Studies,- 
10  in  Communication,-  3 in  Education/ 
Psychology;  7 in  English;  one  in  History 
and  Culture;  3 in  Liberal  Studies;  12  in 
Psychology,  3 in  Social  and  Political 
Systems;  and  8 in  Visual  Arts. 

In  conclusion,  President  Nemerowicz 
asked  the  graduates  to  stand  and  turn  to 
express  their  thanks  to  their  families 
who  had  been  so  supportive  over  the 
past  four  years.  She  then  formally 
concluded  the  90th  Pine  Manor  College 
Commencement  and  invited  all  present 
to  a reception  on  the  Founder's  Lawn.

cc As  many  of  you  know,  at  22, 

I was  diagnosed  as  HIV  positive. 

I had  a history  of  drug  abuse, 
and  my  life  was  going  nowhere. 
However,  thanks  to  some  coun- 
selors who  had  faith  in  me,  I 
decided  to  give  life  a try.  I got 
myself  off  drugs,  and  I agreed  to 
speak  to  various  groups  of  young 
people  about  the  dangers  of  drugs 
and  to  tell  my  life  story. 

“ One  day  I was  asked  to  come 
to  PMC.  I had  never  even  heard 
of  it,  but  for  some  reason  I was  scared.  1 dreaded  coming.  But  I’m  glad  that 
something  inside  made  me.  When  I got  to  the  campus,  I was  taken  by  the 
beauty  of  the  school,  but  more  importantly,  by  the  love  and  support  that  I 
sensed  all  around  me.  Little  did  I suspect  that  a two-hour  talk  would  turn 
into  a four-year  love  affair. 

“I  talked  with  some  of  the  faculty  here,  kept  in  touch  with  them,  and 
was  encouraged  to  apply  for  a scholarship.  I was  fortunate  enough  to  get  it 
and  became  a member  of  the  PMC  community.  I was  encouraged  to  think 
for  myself,  to  question,  and  to  dream,  and  I always  had  caring  members  of 
the  faculty  and  staff  to  fall  back  on  when  I wavered  or  hesitated. 

“I  have  changed  a lot  in  the  last  four  years.  I have  grown,  and  I have 
learned.  I have  a debt  to  PMC  that  I don’t  think  I can  ever  repay.  ?? 
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You  are  a model  of  social  responsibility. 

You  have  spent  your  adult  life  working 
as  an  advocate  for  handicapped  children, 
for  the  educationally  disenfranchised,  for 
the  arts,  for  your  church,  and  for  the 
women  of  your  alma  mater.  You  have  con- 
tributed countless  hours  for  each  of  these 
causes,  implementing  new  missions,  help- 
ing with  reorganization,  and  raising  sub- 
stantial sums  of  money  to  support  them. 
Your  choices  in  life  have  exemplified  the 
principles  of  inclusive  leadership  and 
social  responsibility  that  Pine  Manor 
College  strives  to  develop  in  each  of  its  stu- 
dents. 

Graduating  from  Pine  Manor  College 
with  an  Associate's  degree,  you  went  on  to 
Wheelock  College  to  obtain  a Bachelor  of 
Science  in  education  with  a concentration 
in  child  life.  Immediately  after  graduation, 
you  took  a position  with  the  Detroit 
Institute  for  Children,  a clinic  specializing 
in  the  care  and  treatment  of  orthopedically 
handicapped  children.

As  the  first  woman  director  of  the 
Whitehead  Institute  for  Biomedical 
Research  in  Cambridge,  and  as  MIT  professor 
of  biology,  you  are  among  the  most  accom- 
plished and  influential  scientists  in  the  coun- 
try. You  also  serve  as  a role  model  and  a voice 
for  all  women  in  the  scientific  community, 
drawing  important  attention  to  the  need  for 
the  inclusion  of  women  and  their  interests  in 
advanced  scientific  research. 

Your  own  research  has  established  you  as 
a pioneer  in  the  study  of  the  stress  response 
and  protein  folding.  Focusing  on  bakers' 
yeast  as  a model  organism,  you  have 
employed  a combination  of  genetics,  molec- 
ular and  cell  biology  analyses,  and  biophysi- 
cal methods  to  understand  the  mechanisms 
of  prion  propagation  and  the  generation  of 
diversity  and  human  disease.  Your  work  rais- 
es important  questions  about  the  transmis- 
sion of  diseases  such  as  Creutzfeldt-Jakob 
and  mad  cow  disease.  It  challenges  conven- 
tional wisdom  that  only  organisms  with  a 
genome  can  spread  disease  or  perpetuate 
themselves  in  living  cells.  You  are  stretching 
our  scientific  understanding  and  seeking 
solutions  that  could  one  day  prevent  or  mod- 
erate life-threatening  and  debilitating  dis- 
eases. Potential  applications  of  your  research 
offer  hope  for  the  improvement  of  thousands 
of  lives. 

In  the  course  of  your  research,  you  have 
earned  five  patents,  edited  two  books,  writ- 
ten more  than  120  major  scholarly  articles, 
including  one  of  the  ten  most  cited  papers  in 
the  field  of  genetics,  and  served  on  scores  of 
professional  boards  and  committees.  You 
have  been  honored  by  the  American 
Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  the  National 
Academy  of  Sciences,  the  American 
Academy  of  Microbiology,  the  National 
Institutes  of  Health,  and  the  Genetics 
Society  of  America.  Two  years  ago,  you  were 
awarded  the  Novartis  Drew  Award  in 
Biomedical  Research. 
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Intrigued  in  the  fifth  grade  by  the  ques- 
tion "What  is  life?"  you  followed  your  child- 
hood curiosity  to  a Bachelor's  degree  in 
microbiology  from  the  University  of  Illinois 
and  a doctorate  in  biology  from  Harvard 
University.  After  serving  as  an  American 
Cancer  Society  Postdoctoral  Fellow  at  the 
University  of  Chicago,  you  joined  the  facul- 
ty there,  becoming  the  Albert  D.  Lasker 
Professor  of  Medical  Sciences  and  an  inves- 
tigator in  the  Howard  Hughes  Medical 
Institute.  You  even  found  time  to  pursue 
your  love  for  dancing  the  tango. 

For  all  the  outstanding  contributions  you 
have  made  in  the  field  of  biology,  for  your  con- 
tinuing dedication  to  finding  the  answers,  and 
for  your  encouragement  of  women  within  the 
scientific  community,  Pine  Manor  College  is 
pleased  to  award  you  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Science,  honoris  causa. 


“ When  I first  visited  your 
campus  a few , short  weeks  ago 
and  had  the  opportunity  to 
meet  many  of  you  and  your 
teachers , I saw  a unity  of  spirit 
and  a diversity  of  origins, 
lifestyles,  interests,  and  apti- 
tudes that  was  delightful... 

“...So  I want  to  bring  you  a message  about 
unity  and  diversity  that  comes  straight 
from  my  heart  and  from  my  mind  to  yours. 

"I  am  a biologist.  In  the  past  year,  sci- 
entists have  sequenced  the  genomes — the 
code  of  life — of  many  organisms.  The  goal 
is  to  learn  why  things  go  wrong  in  terrible 
diseases  and  developmental  anomalies 
and  to  understand  how  we  might  fix  them 
in  cancer,  Alzheimer’s  disease,  and  a host 
of  other  scourges. 

"But  another  great  prize  emerged.  A les- 
son in  unity.  All  organisms  on  earth  share 
a great  deal  of  this  code.  Microorganisms 
as  lowly  as  yeast  control  the  decision  to 
grow  or  not  grow  in  much  the  same  way 
that  our  cells  do.  That  means  that  cheap 
and  inexpensive  experiments  on  such 
organisms  can  tell  us  much  about  what 
goes  wrong  in  growth  control  when  human 
cells  turn  malignant  and  form  tumors.  But 
when  it  comes  to  humans,  we  are  amaz- 
ingly similar  to  each  other.  Staggeringly 
similar.  So  much  so  that  I can  say  not  that 
you  are  your  bother’s  keeper,  but  that  you 
practically  are  your  brother.  Whatever  your 
origins  on  this  globe,  you  share  the  same

vision series  scheduled  to  air  on  WGBH-TV 
this  year.  You  also  recently  served  as  the 
executive  in  charge  of  production  of  the 
award-winning,  four-part  PBS  series 
African  in  America.  This  project  contains  a 
significant  outreach  package,  including  a 
textbook,  CD,  and  national  public  radio 
components  widely  used  by  educators  and 
community  youth  workers. 

You  are  actively  involved  in  our  local 
community,  chairing  the  board  of  the 
Museum  of  Afro-American  History,  which 
operates  the  African  Meetinghouse  on 
Beacon  Hill,  the  newly  renovated  African 
Meetinghouse  on  Nantucket,  and  the 
recently  reopened  Abiel  Smith  School  on 
Joy  Street.  You  also  serve  on  the  board  of 
the  Partnership,  which  works  with  organi- 
zations in  the  Greater  Boston  area  to 
attract,  retain,  and  develop  leadership 
among  professionals  of  color,  and  which 
prepares  the  annual  report  State  of  African 
American  Professionals  in  Boston.  You  are 
on  the  board  of  visitors  of  the  Institute  of 
Contemporary  Art,  the  Urban  League,  and 
the  Dimmock  Community  Health  Center. 
You  are  a member  of  the  founding  board  of 
the  Kokrobitey  Institute  in  Ghana,  an  inde- 


pendent American  educational  institution 
that  sponsors  exchange  students  and  teach- 
ers, as  well  as  local  educational  programs.

International,  you  have  served  on  the 
National  Public  Radio  board  of  directors 
and  the  board  of  the  National  Federation  of 
Community  Broadcasters.  During  your 
career  you  have  also  served  as  a consultant 
for  PBS,  the  Communications  Task  Force  of 
the  Black  Congressional  Caucus,  the 
National  Science  Foundation,  and  the 
Department  of  Education's  Committee  on 
Black  Higher  Education. 

For  your  outstanding  work  you  were 
recently  inducted  into  the  YWCA's  Academy 
of  Women  Achievers'  Class  of  2001,  and  in 
1999,  you  were  honored  with  an  Image 
Award  from  Women  in  Film  and  Video. 

For  all  that  you  have  done  and  for  the 
model  of  inclusivity,  compassion,  and 
intelligence  that  your  work  represents, 
Pine  Manor  College  is  pleased  to  award  you 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Arts,  honoris  causa.

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blueprint,  differing  in  a way  that 
compares  very  much  to  nearly  iden- 
tical copies  of  Moby  Dick,  with  one 
word  changed  every  few  pages.  The 
family  of  man  is  no  cliche.  It  is  an 
irrefutable  fact. 

The  second  prize  that  has 
emerged  is  a realization  that  the 
diversity  that  we  do  have  is  very 
much  to  be  treasured.  You  know 
that  dark  skins  preserve  us  from 
tropical  suns;  they  may  one  day 
save  our  species  if  the  ozone  layer 
goes.  Under  weaker  northern  skies 
light  skins  are  needed  to  absorb 
enough  light  to  produce  vitamin 
D — they  may  help  our  species  sur- 
vive if  skies  are  darkened  by 
nuclear  winter.  Strong,  athletic 
people  survive  combat  by  fighting 
or  fleeing.  Corpulent  ones  survive 
plagues  and  famine.  What  you 
might  not  know  is  that  the  diversi- 
ty of  our  immune  systems  has 
meant  that  some  people  have 
always  survived  the  plagues  of 
small  pox,  typhus,  and  pneumonia, 
and  now  even  AIDS. 

The  implication  is  clear.  Who 
knows  what  lies  aheadl  Because  of 
our  diversity  nothing  can  wipe  us 
out.  The  diversity  of  this  world’s 
peoples  is  our  single  greatest  treas- 
ure, our  richest  resource. 

In  this  setting,  it  is  particularly 
gratifying  for  me  to  note  that  the 
implications  of  this  new  research 
reinforce  your  own  principles.  Pine 
Manor,  more  than  most  colleges  I 
know,  truly  embraces  the  principles 
of  unity  and  diversity.  It  shines  in 
all  your  faces.  May  you  keep  these 
principles  throughout  your  lives.  ”

It  is  also  momentous  and  some- 
times frightening  as  conflicting 
ideas  battle  for  control.  There  will 
be  fighting,  and  tension.  Irrational 
anger  sometimes,  and  violence.  The 
critical  knot  to  be  untied,  though, 
lies  on  the  axis  where  the  intellect 
meets  emotion.

A $1,000,000  grant  has  been  received  by  PMC  from  the 
Annenberg  Foundation.  In  making  the  award,  Wallis 
Annenberg,  vice  president  of  the  Annenberg  Foundation 
and  PMC  alumna  and  trustee  emerita,  cited  the  College's 
strong  leadership  and  commitment  to  providing  both  an 
affordable  and  high-quality  college  experience  to  diverse 
and  talented  young  women. 

"I  am  proud  of  how  Pine  Manor  is  moving  into  the  21st 
century,"  Ms.  Annenberg  said.  "PMC  is  focused  on 
accessibility.  It  offers  innovative  education  for  leadership 
to  a broad  population  of  students.  The  learning  environ- 
ment of  small  classes  and  close  faculty  relationships  fosters 
success  and  self-confidence." 

President  Nemerowicz  commended  Wallis  and  the 
Annenberg  Foundation  and  said,  "This  grant  emphasizes 
the  fact  that  our  PMC  community  is  strong  and  bound 
together.  Our  alumnae  take  an  active  interest  in  their  College 
and  directly  contribute  to  its  growth  and  development.  It 
also  underscores  the  value  and  support  placed  on  our 
mission  of  educating  women  for  inclusive  leadership  and 
social  responsibility." 

The  grant  will  be  used  to  keep  tuition  among  the  lowest 
at  private,  four-year  colleges  in  the  United  States,  to 
expand  PMC's  outreach  initiatives  to  its  neighbors  and  the 
local  community,  and  to  support  the  further  development 
of  the  portfolio  learning  system  at  the  College. 


"Several  years  ago,  PMC  reduced  tuition  by  34  percent," 
President  Nemerowicz  pointed  out.  "This  was  done  to  make 
the  College  accessible  to  deserving  students  who  otherwise 
could  not  afford  a private  college  education." 

"Today  PMC's  student  body  reflects  the  demographics 
of  our  country  within  a global  context,"  President 
Nemerowicz  said.  "We  serve  both  the  local  community — 
25  percent  of  our  students  now  come  to  us  from  the  Boston 
Public  Schools — and  the  national  and  global  community — 
23  states  and  20  countries  are  represented  on  campus." 

"We  can  pursue  new  approaches  to  leadership  only 
within  a context  of  diversity,"  President  Nemerowicz 
emphasized.  "The  blending  of  classroom  instruction  and 
out-of-the-classroom  learning  with  direct  application  to 
community  problems  is  a hallmark  of  the  leadership  that 
we  foster  at  PMC." 

Since  1996,  when  Nemerowicz  became  the  College's 
ninth  president,  enrollment  at  PMC  has  grown  by  50%  and 
the  diversity  of  the  student  body  has  increased  significantly. 
U.S.  News  and  World  Report  "Best  Colleges  2001"  ranked 
Pine  Manor  College  as  the  fourth  most  diverse  campus  in 
the  country  among  liberal  arts,  Bachelor's  level  institutions. 

Past  grants  to  PMC  from  the  Annenberg  Foundation  have 
provided  support  for  technology,  and  for  the  construction  of 
the  College's  Annenberg  Library  and  Communications 
Center. 
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allis  Annenherg  is  vice  president  of 
the  Annenberg  Foundation  and  director  of  the  Los  Angeles 
office  of  the  foundation  that  opened  in  November  2001. 
Elected  a Trustee  Emerita  of  Pine  Manor  College  in  1992, 
Annenberg  is  also  a member  of  the  board  of  governors  of 
the  Music  Center  of  Los  Angeles  and  serves  on  the  boards 
of  trustees  of  the  University  of  Southern  California  and  the 
USC  Annenberg  School  for  Communication.  She  has 
recently  been  appointed  to  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Philharmonic,  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Los 
Angeles  County  Museum  of  Art,  and  is  cochair  for  the 
California  Science  Center's  Phase  II  Campaign. 

In  addition  to  Pine  Manor  College,  beneficiaries  of 
Wallis  Annenberg's  philanthropic  efforts  currently  include:

Beyond  providing  improved  recreational 
facilities  for  underserved  students,  this  project  is  expected 
to  foster  collaboration  among  parents,  teachers,  and  students, 
to  nurture  positive  social  skills  and  peer  relationships 
among  students,  to  encourage  school  attendance,  to 
develop  appropriate  parenting  skills,  and  to  create  a 
healthy  focal  point  for  the  entire  local  community. 

The  Wallis  Annenberg  Glass  Gardens  at  Ranchos  Los 
Amigos  National  Rehabilitation  Center,  Downey, 
California,  are  designed  to  provide  a healing  environment 
with  maximum  therapeutic  impact  for  patients,  their  fam- 
ilies, clinicians,  and  visitors.  The  gardens  will  offer  a place 
of  beauty  as  well  as  educational  programs  and  activities  to 
improve  the  physical  and  mental  health  of  patients  and 
grow  their  sense  of  self-esteem  and  self-sufficiency. 

The  Wallis  Annenberg  Fellowships  in  the  Fiumanities 
and  Social  Sciences,  USC. 

The  Wallis  Annenberg  Education  Pavilion,  a 6,000- 
square-foot,  two-story  glass  jewel  box — the  permanent 
home  for  children's  art  and  education  programs  at  the 
Music  Center  of  Los  Angeles  Country. 


In  recognition  of  her  philanthropic  work  throughout  the 
years,  Annenberg  has  received  many  honors  and  awards.

he  PMC  Award  for  Inclusive  Leadership  and  Social  Responsibility 
was  presented  in  January  to  Wilhelmina  Cole  Holladay,  founder  and 
chair  of  the  board  of  the  National  Museum  of  Women  in  the  Arts  in 
Washington,  DC.  Following  the  award  ceremony  in  the  Founder's  Room,  Holladay 
spoke  to  an  audience  of  more  than  1 50  about  the  founding  and  development  of  the 
National  Museum  (see  accompanying  story).  Her  talk,  which  included  a slide  pres- 
entation, was  part  of  the  College's  Nicholson  Distinguished  Lecturer  Series  spon- 
sored by  the  BA  Program  in  History  and  Culture.  In  introducing  Holladay, 
Assistant  Professor  of  Art  History  William  Stargard  pointed  out  that  she  was  a 
recipient  of  numerous  national  and  international  honors,  including  Norway's 
Order  of  Merit;  the  Good  Housekeeping  Seal  of  Community  Service  to  Girls  and 
Women;  induction  into  the  National  Women's  Hall  of  Fame,-  the  Council  of 
Independent  Colleges's  Woman  of  Distinction  Award;  and  four  honorary  degrees. 


One  Woman's  Mission 
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^ / hen  Wilhelmina  Cole  Holladay  wants  to  develop 

focus  for  a project,  she  doesn't  think  small.  For 
▼ ▼ years  she  and  her  husband,  Wallace  F.  Holladay, 

had  been  attempting  to  find  a focus  for  their  magnificent 
art  collection,  to  bring  it  coherence  and  order,  and  to 
rationalize  the  process  of  future  acquisitions.  While  on  an 
extended  European  trip  in  1961,  they  came  across  a group 
of  still-life  paintings  by  the  17th-century  artist  Clara 
Peeters  in  a Viennese  gallery.  The  couple  admired  the 
works  and  discussed  purchasing  one  of  them  in  the  future. 

However,  when  Holladay  attempted  to  research  the  artist 
after  returning  home,  she  was  taken  aback  that  she  could 
find  no  mention  of  her  in  any  of  the  recognized  art  history 
texts.  And  Holladay  is  no  novice  in  the  field.  She  studied  the 
history  of  art  both  in  the  United  States  and  abroad,  holding  a 
BA  degree  from  Elmira  College  and  having  completed  post- 
graduate work  at  the  University  of  Paris.  She  also  spent  some 
time  working  at  the  National  Gallery  of  Art.

While  doing  research  on  Peeters,  Holladay  was  more 
forcefully  struck  by  the  fact  that  none  of  the  texts  she  con- 
sulted contained  a single  reference  to  any  women  artist  of 
any  era,  any  country,  or  any  school.  After  further  exten- 
sive research,  she  found  a brief  mention  of  Peeters,  learn- 
ing that  during  her  lifetime  she  was  regarded  as  a major 
artist  who  was  patronized  by  the  high,  the  mighty,  and  the 
wellborn.  Her  immediate  impression  was  confirmed: 
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women  artists  of  the  ages  weren't  being  studied,  weren't  being 
collected,  and  certainly  weren't  being  taken  seriously. 

"Extraordinary!"  Holladay  recalls  thinking  to  herself. 
And  with  a flash  of  insight  she  had  the  raison  d'etre  for  all 
her  artistic  endeavors  and  the  focus  and  theme  for  all  her 
collections:  women  artists  and  the  art  they  created. 
Inspired  women,  talented  women,  women  celebrated  for 
their  ability  in  their  own  day,  women  who  made  an  impact 
on  the  artistic  styles  of  their  day... great  artists... women 
artists. ..artists  who  flourished  from  the  time  of  the  high 
renaissance,  artists  who  are  having  major  impact  today. 

When  the  huge  scope  of  the  undertaking  became 
apparent,  it  was  almost  overwhelming.  There  was  not  a single 
collection  of  serious  art  by  talented  women  artists  in  the 
world;  not  a single  reference  source  that  included  the 
major  women  artists;  no  scholarly  tome  on  the  works  of 
any  major  woman  artist  anywhere;  and  no  studies  on  the 
serious  contributions  of  women  to  the  fine  arts. 

Holladay  threw  herself  into  the  task  with  energy  and 
enthusiasm,  collecting  information  on  the  great  women 
artists  of  the  ages,  contacting  gallery  owners  and  agents, 
and  talking  to  friends  and  anyone  who  would  listen  about 
her  work  and  her  discoveries. 

er  enthusiasm  and  drive  were  contagious.  Information 
began  to  amass,  interest  and  support  developed,  and  the  col- 
lection grew.  By  the  late  1970s,  Holladay's  project  had 
taken  on  a life  of  its  own.  An  educational  component  also 
emerged,  and  lectures,  exhibitions,  and  shows  of  some  of  the 
major  pieces  were  regularly  arranged  and  displayed  around 
the  country. 

When  it  became  clear  that  a more  permanent  and  for- 
mal arrangement  was  needed,  housed  in  its  own  facility, 
Holladay  established  the  National  Museum  of  Women  in 
the  Arts  in  Washington,  DC,  in  1981.  She  and  her  husband 
donated  their  extensive  collection  of  major  pieces  by 
women  artists  to  the  new  foundation,  a gift  that  still  forms

Established  in  1997  by  President  Gloria 
Nemerowicz  and  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
the  Pine  Manor  College  Award  for 
Inclusive  Leadership  and  Social  Responsibility 
reflects  the  College's  mission  of  preparing 
women  for  their  future  roles  in  their  work- 
places, families,  and  communities. 

The  award  is  presented  nationally  to  women 
who  have  demonstrated  the  principles  of  collab- 
oration and  commitment  to  the  common  good 
and  to  the  well-being  of  women  in  their  own 
lives  and  in  what  they  have  accomplished.

the  core  of  the  museum's  collection. 
New  acquisitions  and  lectures  and 
shows  went  hand  in  hand  with  fundrais- 
ing and  the  search  for  potential  sites. 
Although  the  task  was  enormous, 
Holladay  confidently  stated  that 
"when  substantial  accomplishments 
and  excellence  are  known,  the  right  to 
be  taken  seriously  will  surely  follow. 
Women  should  know  their  heritage, 
which  has  been  so  long  ignored." 

After  months  of  searching  and 
intense  negotiations,  the  abandoned 
national  headquarters  of  the  Masonic 
Order,  four  blocks  from  the  White 
House,  was  purchased  in  1983. 
Following  extensive  renovations,  the 
museum  was  opened  in  April  1987,  with 
the  First  Lady  Nancy  Reagan  in  attendance. 
Although  centrally  located  in  downtown 
Washington,  the  area  around  the  museum 
was  in  full  decay.  As  a result  of  the  muse- 
um's presence,  the  area  has  enjoyed  a ren- 
aissance and  is  now  one  of  the  most  desir- 
able locations  in  the  city. 

The  museum  continued  its  rapid 
growth,  augmenting  its  core  of  dedi- 
cated volunteers  with  professionals, 
developing  a research  component  that 
is  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  the  world, 
and  in  the  early  1990s,  acquiring  abut- 
ting property  that  became  the  Elisabeth 
A.  Kasser  Wing.  Today  the  museum's 
permanent  collection  includes  more 
than  2,700  major  works  by  over  800 
artists,  representing  many  different 
media,  techniques,  and  styles. 

Recognized  as  an  international 
resource,  the  museum  has  under-taken 
joint  exhibitions  around  the  world. 
Currently  it  is  working  on  an  exhibi- 
tion with  the  Heritage  Museum  in  St. 
Petersburg,  which  will  be  premiered  in 
Washington  next  year.  It  has  more  than 
250,000  associate  members  around  the 
world,  and  it  has  developed  filial  organ- 
izations in  22  states,  with  plans  to  con- 
tinue to  expand  to  all  50  states. 


Gwen  Kirshnitz 
Baker  '74: 


From  Broken 
Hopes  and 
Dreams  to  the 
Peak  of  Success 


"I'm  truly  blessed,"  says  Gwen 
Kirshnitz  Baker  '74,  mother, 
homemaker,  and  financial  plan- 
ner. "I  am  in  charge  of  my  life 
and  my  destiny.  In  less  than  ten 
years  l pulled  myself  up  from 
poverty.  Now  I am  among  the 
top  1%  of  income  earners  in  the 
United  States.  Even  though  I 
work  hard  and  keep  long  hours, 
I love  the  work  that  I am  doing. 
I find  it  exciting  to  be  able  to 
help  people  achieve  their  dreams 
and  their  goals." 

Baker  is  president  of  Baker 
Insurance  and  Financial  Associates, 
based  in  Wellesley,  Mass.  Her  team  of 
experts  assists  in  all  levels  of  finan- 
cial planning,  including  estate  and 
tax  planning,  charitable  trusts  and 
giving,  and  women  and  business. 
Baker  also  conducts  seminars  and 
workshops  on  issues  such  as  money 
and  divorce  and  personal  financial 
independence,  and  she  writes  articles 
for  leading  national  trade  publica- 
tions. Her  firm  now  has  affiliated 
offices  across  the  country. 

PMC:  You  are  a very  successful  busi- 
nesswoman. You  are  financially  inde- 
pendent. You  work  hard,  and  you 
play  hard.  How  did  it  all  happen? 

GKB:  It  all  began  in  1992,  when  my 
husband  abandoned  me.  I made 


$8,000  that  year.  I was  on  food 
stamps,  public  assistance,  fuel  assis- 
tance, and  I was  more  than  $280,000 
in  debt.  My  beautiful  home  in  Dover, 
Mass.,  was  in  foreclosure,  and  I 
couldn't  even  afford  a Christmas  tree 
for  my  two  children." 

My  husband  had  disappeared 
somewhere  on  the  West  Coast  and 
was  more  than  18  months  behind  on 
child  support  and  alimony  payments. 
I was  sitting  on  the  ashes  of  broken 
hopes  and  dreams,  humiliated 
beyond  words.  Despite  an  excellent 
education  at  PMC  and  Simmons 
College,  I had  no  real  practical  busi- 
ness or  job  experience. 

In  school  I majored  in  communi- 
cations and,  after  graduation,  I did 
freelance  work  for  a number  of  local 
newspapers,  as  well  as  PR  and  pro- 
motions for  Channel  25. 

When  I got  married  in  1981,  how- 
ever, I settled  down  to  be  a housewife 
and  mother.  When  my  son  was  born, 
my  husband  said,  "Don't  worry 
about  money  ever  again.  I'll  take  care 
of  everything,  fust  be  the  best  full- 
time mother  you  can  be." 

And  in  an  unusual  way,  that  is 
exactly  what  happened.  After  he  left, 
I went  to  work  for  a printer,  but 
quickly  I realized  that  I couldn't 
make  enough  money  to  properly  pro- 
vide for  my  two  boys.  I also  wanted 
to  be  with  them  more. 

I began  to  look  for  a career  that  I 
could  work  at  from  home  and  that 
would  pay  me  a salary  comparable  to 
that  of  a schoolteacher.  One  day, 
while  reading  a government  booklet, 
I came  across  a statement  that  said 
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that  financial  planners  made  as  much 
as  doctors.  I knew  in  an  instant  that 
this  was  for  me,  so  I took  the  courses  I 
needed  for  certification,  and  I 
launched  myself. 

PMC:  What  is  the  hardest  thing  you've 
had  to  do  in  your  life  and  your  career? 

GKB:  The  hardest  thing  was  starting. 
When  my  husband  left,  I knew  I had  to 
take  charge  of  my  life  and  move  for- 
ward, but  I didn't  know  where  to  begin. 
When  I began  applying  for  work,  I was 
terrified.  When  I first  applied  for  a sales 
position  for  a printer,  I was  so  scared 
that  I spent  an  hour  and  a half  in  the 
ladies  room  trying  to  compose  myself 
so  that  I could  face  the  interview. 

PMC:  Is  there  any  one  client  that  set  the 
tone  for  your  business  and  any  one  solu- 
tion that  epitomizes  what  you  are  about? 

GKB:  When  I was  just  starting  out,  I 
was  approached  by  two  brothers  in 
Boston,  both  in  their  mid-fifties  and 
the  beneficiaries  of  a family  trust 
worth  almost  $12  million.  The  terms 
of  the  trust  provided  no  access  to  the 
money,  and  they  were  at  the  mercy  of 
a very  conservative  trustee.  They  were 
being  treated  like  children. 

After  an  extensive  review  of  the  sit- 
uation and  consultation  with  a num- 
ber of  experts,  I recommended  that  we 
challenge  the  trust.  There  was  a 
lengthy  court  battle  involving  some 
leading  Boston  lawyers,  but  in  the  end 
we  won. 

The  two  brothers  reclaimed  their 
lives  and  their  inheritance  and  quickly 
moved  forward.  Both  became  philan- 
thropists who  have  contributed  very 


generously  to  major  charities  in  the 
Greater  Boston  area. 

For  me,  it  was  incredibly  exciting 
to  watch  this  transformation  occur. 
The  men  had  to  fight  for  what  was 
theirs,  they  did  so,  and  they  actually 
beat  the  system. 

PMC:  To  what  do  you  owe  your  success? 

GKB:  I think  I've  always  been  driven. 
I've  always  had  dreams  and  ideas,  but 
it  took  me  a long  time  to  figure  out 
how  to  make  them  a reality.  I give 
Pine  Manor  College  a lot  of  credit,  too, 
for  helping  me  understand  my  own 
potential  and  self-worth.  That's  why  I 
keep  in  touch  with  the  College,  and 
that's  why  I've  had  PMC  students  as 
interns  over  the  years. 

PMC:  What  are  you  most  proud  of? 

GKB:  Being  successful  in  a field  that  is 
almost  exclusively  limited  to  men.  I 
have  received  some  of  the  most  presti- 
gious national  awards  in  my  field  and 
have  been  admitted  to  membership  in 
professional  groups  as  the  first,  and  in 
many  cases,  only  woman.  Women  are 
woefully  underrepresented  in  my  field 
— comprising  only  some  3 percent  of 
the  upper  levels.  And  this  is  despite 
the  fact  that  women  control  more 
than  half  the  wealth  in  the  country. 

PMC:  What  are  your  plans  for  the  future? 

GKB:  I want  to  grow  my  business  as 
much  as  possible.  My  work  energizes 
me  and  keeps  me  going.  I also  want  to 
see  my  sons  complete  their  educations 
and  establish  themselves.  I hope  that 
at  least  one  of  them  will  come  into  the 
business  with  me.

Ten  Financial  Tipis 
for  Women  from  Gwen 
Kirshnitz  Baker  '74 

1.  Be  prepared.  On  average, 
women  outlive  men  by  7 1/2  years. 
Statistically,  most  of  these  women 
are  living  at  the  edge  of  poverty. 

2.  Be  aggressive  in  your  salary 
demands.  Women  earn  60%  of  the 
salary  that  men  earn  for  the  same  jobs. 

3.  Be  aware  that  the  annual 
income  for  nonfamily  households 
headed  by  women  was  $20,929  in 
2000,  while  it  was  $31,267  for  men. 

4.  Begin  saving  early  and  aggressively. 

5.  Have  a way  and  a plan  (even  if  its 
only  a backup  plan)  to  support  your- 
self for  your  entire  life,  if  need  be. 

6.  If  you  are  married,  insist  on  a 
separate  retirement  account  for 
yourself,  no  matter  what.  Assume 
that  you  will  need  to  support  your- 
self in  your  old  age. 

7.  Consider  long-term  care  insurance. 

8.  Educate  yourself  about  basic 
investments,  and  clearly  understand 
your  family  finances  and  your  cur- 
rent financial  situation.  Know  where 
your  income  is  coming  from,  know 
about  all  investments,  and  know 
about  all  financial  arrangements. 

9.  In  cases  of  divorce,  remember  that 
probate  attorneys  are  not  financial 
experts.  Get  help  from  a certified 
divorce  planner  or  a competent  and 
savvy  financial  planner,  and  direct 
your  lawyer  accordingly.  Remember 
your  goal  is  to  divide  your  assets  in  the 
most  favorable  tax  way  possible, 
particularly  in  cases  where  there  is  a 
considerable  estate.  For  the  most  part, 
protracted  legal  battles  serve  httle 
purpose  and  fail  to  make  any  significant 
changes  in  the  final  outcome  of  the 
settlement.  Determine  what  you  want 
in  advance  in  an  objective,  nonemo- 
tional  way. 

10.  Take  control  of  your  life  and 
your  future.  Don't  be  afraid  to  ask 
questions.  Don't  be  passive  and 
presume  that  everything  will  work 
out.  Get  involved.

If  you  have  lost  touch  with  the  College,  it  is  more  important  now  than  ever 
that  you  reconnect  and  support  this  special  place  for  women.

Speaking  of  staying  connected... this  spring  semester  I taught  IDS  200: 
Inclusive  Leadership  and  Social  Responsibility  with  Dean  Nia  Lane  Chester. 
My  return  to  the  classroom  (after  ten  years  away)  was  at  once  exhilarating  and 
humbling.  I have  renewed  respect  for  the  work  our  faculty  do  and  the  way 
they  do  it.  At  Pine  Manor,  we  base  learning  in  relationships.  That  is,  the 
faculty  understand  that  they  are  teaching  whole  people  in  the  context  of 
dynamic  lives.  They  understand  that  the  material  they  are  teaching  is  best 
learned  when  it  is  contextualized  in  life.  So,  many  of  our  faculty  take  their 
classes  outside  of  the  classroom  (literally  and  by  example)  in  order  to  apply 
and  experiment  with  the  content  of  the  course.  Often  the  learning  involves 
service  to  the  community  as  well.  I found  the  students  in  our  course  (there 
were  17  of  them,  so  this  was  a large  class  by  PMC  standards)  to  be  open  and 
engaged,  honest  and  hard  working.  They  did  not  fill  the  stereotype  of  today's 
college  student  as  unmotivated,  cynical  and  nonparticipatory.  This  is  not  to 
say  that  they  did  not  struggle  with  the  course  concepts  and  materials.  They 
did,  and  we  all  learned  in  the  process.  I derive  much  of  my  optimism  about 
our  future  from  the  students  currently  in  our  classrooms.  I tell  them  all  the 
time  that  they  can  make  positive  changes  in  our  world.  After  a semester  of 
classroom  contact,  I believe  it  more  than  ever.

■ ^ eflections,  both  literal  and  figurative,  were  the  theme 
of  the  Spring  2002  season  in  the  Hess  Gallery.  Jane 
Goldman,  award-winning  watercolorist,  exhibited, 
"Twenty  Years  of  Watercolor,"  a retrospective  of  her  large, 
complex  still  lifes  and  landscapes.  Goldman  used  reflec- 
tions in  her  paintings  to  create  shapes,  mood,  and  drama. 
Reflections  was  also  the  theme  for  her  lecture  (part  of  the 
Nicholson  lecture  series)  titled  "Micro/Macro:  Making 
Personal  and  Public  Art."  Goldman  took  us  on  a journey 
that  spanned  the  last  20  years  of  her  art  making.  This  jour- 
ney took  us  down  the  many  paths  her  art  has  taken — 
through  her  own  personal  watercolor  paintings  and  into  a 
new  area — making  public  art.  Goldman  designed  the 
35,000-square-foot  terrazzo  floors  for  the  walkways  at 
Logan  Airport.  Her  designs  for  the  walkway  floors  featured 
the  different  creatures  found  in  the  layers  of  the  ocean, 
beginning  with  the  shallows  and  progressing  into  the  depths 
of  the  ocean. 

Reflections  were  also  the  theme  of  photographer  Susan 
Butler's  work.  Butler  showed  photographs  of  liquid  reflec- 


tions in  her  color  images  of  Venice  and  Burano,  Italy,  play- 
ing with  light  and  shadow,  substance  and  reflection.  This 
search  continued  in  her  black  and  white  photographs  of  the 
Maine  seacoast,  in  which  Butler  invited  the  viewer  to  con- 
template the  meeting  of  rocks  and  ocean  and  consider  their 
constant  and  changing  relationship.  Butler  is  Assistant 
Professor  of  Photography  here  at  Pine  Manor  College. 

Visions  of  Green  Community,  and  the  Brookline 
Greenspace  Alliance,  a local  organization  that  supports  green 
spaces  for  Brookline,  covered  the  walls  of  the  Hess  Gallery 
with  reflections  on  nature.  The  exhibit  featured  photographs, 
oil  paintings,  watercolor,  sculpture,  and  digital  photographs 
celebrating  the  beauty  of  nature  in  our  own  neighborhood. 

And,  finally,  Pme  Manor  College  senior  visual  art  majors 
"reflected"  on  their  four  years  of  learning  by  incorporating 
all  their  skills  and  ideas  to  create  their  thesis  projects, 
which  were  on  view  during  the  month  of  May.  Their  work 
represented  a wide  variety  of  media — drawing,  painting, 
artists'  books,  photography,  graphic  design,  Web  design,  and 
digital  photography. 


SPORTS  ROUNDUP

PMC  fielded  very  strong  teams  in  basketball,  softball,  and 
tennis  in  the  spring,  and  they  all  had  outstanding  seasons. 
The  softball  team  had  its  best  season  ever  with  a 31-10 
overall  record.  Five  players  were  given  spots  in  All- 
Conference  competition  by  the  Great  Northeast  Athletic 
Conference  coaches,  the  most  given  to  any  team. 

Senior  Kim  Brizido,  corecipient  of  PMC's  Athlete  of  the 
Year  Award,  was  named  First  Team  All-American  by  the 
National  Fastpitch  Coaches  Association  (NFCA)  and 
Great  Northeast  Athletics  Conference  (GNAC)  Player  of 
the  Year  and  First  Team  All  Region. 

Senior  Sara  Pray,  who  shared  PMC's  Athlete  of  the  Year 
Award  with  Brizido,  was  named  MVP  of  the  soccer  and 
softball  teams  and  was  also  recognized  as  the  best  goalie 


in  the  GNAC,  receiving  First  Team  All  Conference  in 
both  soccer  and  softball.  She  also  was  named  First  Team 
All  Region  and  nominated  as  an  All  American  in  softball. 
Pray  received  the  signal  honor  of  having  her  number 
retired. 

Senior  Sera  Godfrey  was  honored  by  PMC  for  her  out- 
standing softball  career.  She  started  in  95  out  of  97  games, 
and  during  this  season  made  175  assists.  This  record  not 
only  broke  PMC's  single  season  record,  but  also  placed 
her  second  in  the  nation. 

First  year  student  Megan  Gross  received  the  Peter  G.  Ellis 
Award  as  the  College's  top  rookie  of  the  year.  Playing 
third  base,  Gross  was  named  First  Team  All  Conference 
and  was  voted  corookie  of  the  year. 
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The  Founder’s  Room  was  filled  to  overflow- 
ing on  Thursday,  February  28,  as  more  than 
120  PMC  faculty  and  staff  gathered  for  a 
noontime  awards  presentation  and  buffet 
luncheon  honoring  their  peers  for  their 
years  of  service  and  dedication  to  the 
College.  Special  recognition  was  also  given 
to  this  year’s  recipients  of  the  Kellogg  Award 
for  their  truly  impressive  contributions. 

Division  Chair  and  Drama  Professor 
Robert  J.  Owczarek  acted  as  Master  of 
Ceremonies.  The  service  awards  were 
presented  by  President  Nemerowicz  and 
Dean  Nia  Lane  Chester  to  faculty  and  by 
the  various  department  heads  to  staff. 
The  Kellogg  Awards  were  presented 
by  President  Nemerowicz  and  members  of 
the  Kellogg  family. 

Since  President  Nemerowicz  and 
Eugene  Rosi,  Executive  Assistant  to  the 
President,  were  both  receiving  awards  for 
five  years  of  service,  MC  Owczarek  called 
them  to  the  podium  "in  the  spirit  of  true

The  Kellogg  Award  was  established  in  ig8y 
by  Morris,  James,  Richard,  and  Peter 
Kellogg  in  honor  of  their  mother  Elizabeth 
Kellogg  35.

ALUMNA  PROFILE 


Bettina  Brown  Irvine  ’63.  with  one  of  her  three  sons,  Billy,  (left),  their  dog, 
Bluemoon.  her  husband,  Ken. 


"I  have  what  I have/'  says  Bettina  Brown 
Irvine  ’63,  of  Cos  Cob,  Connecticut,  “and  there’s  nothing  I can 
do  about  it,  because  I was  born  with  it... and  I have  to  live  my 
life  with  what  I have.  When  you’re  put  in  a predicament  like 
this,  what  else  are  you  going  to  do?  Lie  down  and  die?” 

Irvine  suffers  from  Alpha-1,  a genetic  disorder  that  has 
slowly  destroyed  her  lungs.  Friend  and  neighbor  Pam  Krueger 
points  out,  “Bettina  is  a good  steward  of  the  bad  thing  that 
happened  to  her.  She  has  shown  remarkable  courage.  It’s  really 
a test  of  character  when  something  difficult  enters  your  life.  A 
lot  of  people  fold  up  under  these  circumstances.” 

A candidate  for  a full  lung  transplant,  Irvine  is  easily  winded 
and  is  dependent  on  an  oxygen  machine.  “At  first,  I tried  to  do 
without  it,”  Irvine  admits,  “but  I paid  a price.  Once  I was  shopping 
in  a grocery  store  for  a few  things  and  didn’t  think  I’d  need  my 
machine,  so  I left  it  in  the  car.  I ran  out  of  breath  and  didn’t 
even  have  the  energy  to  go  out  to  the  car  to  get  it.  I had  to  ask 
for  help.  After  that  I said  to  myself,  ‘You  can’t  be  vain,  Bettina, 
you  need  your  oxygen.’” 

Diagnosed  with  the  life-threatening  breathing  disorder  in 
1996,  Irvine  chose  to  respond,  not  with  bitterness,  but  with 
extraordinary  courage.  Refusing  the  temptation  to  engage  in 
self-pity,  she  has  used  her  diagnosis  to  make  a difference  for 
others.  Raising  awareness  about  Alpha- 1 , and  the  fact  that  it  is 
often  misdiagnosed  as  asthma  or  another  breathing  ailment,  is 
Irvine's  passion  and  chief  goal. 

“Awareness,  I believe,  is  the  first  step,”  says  Irvine.  “More 
than  1 0 million  Americans  are  carriers  of  the  Alpha-1  gene,  and 
at  least  100,000  have  the  disease.  In  order  to  be  affected,  a 
person  has  to  inherit  the  gene  from  both  parents.  Studies 
indicate  that  it  is  a genetic  variant  that  originated  in  Scandinavia 
and  was  spread  during  the  Viking  attacks  and  exploration  of 
northern  and  eastern  Europe.” 


BETTINA  BROWN  IRVINE  '63 


Irvine  joined  the  Alpha- 1 Association  and  quickly  became  its 
most  outspoken  advocate.  Since  1 996,  she  has  been  responsible 
for  helping  establish  an  award  for  research  in  the  area  and  has 
been  relentless  in  her  calls  for  serious  genetic  research.  She  was 
elected  vice  president  and  director  of  the  association  in  April 
2000,  and  she  was  named  “newsmaker  of  the  year”  at  the  asso- 
ciation’s tenth  anniversary  convention  in  Phoenix,  in  April  2001 , for 
putting  Alpha- 1 on  the  national  media  map. 

Like  many  Alpha- 1 sufferers,  Irvine  was  misdiagnosed  several 
times  before  doctors  pinpointed  her  illness.  Today  a simple  blood 
test  can  identify  the  disease.  She  remembers  feeling  that  some- 
thing was  wrong  even  in  childhood.  “I  sort  of  knew  there  was 
something  wrong  with  me  most  of  my  life,”  the  Washington,  DC, 
native  reports.  “During  high  school,  I tried  not  to  expend  too  much 
energy  during  sports  practices  because  I would  always  find 
myself  completely  winded  at  choir  practice  later  in  the  day.” 

Irvine’s  media  skills  are  partially  inherited.  One  of  her  grandfa- 
thers was  vice  chairman  of  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission,  and  one  of  her  grandmothers  was  a political 
reporter  for  the  North  American  News  Alliance.  Her  father  was 
vice  president  for  television  for  the  National  Association  of 
Broadcasters  in  Washington,  DC. 

After  graduating  from  PMC  in  1963,  Irvine  earned  a Bachelor 
of  Science  Degree  from  the  University  of  Wisconsin  in  1 965.  Prior 
to  her  marriage  to  Kenneth  Irvine,  a vice  president  for  the  mer- 
chant banking  group  at  Chase  Manhattan  Bank,  Irvine  worked  as 
an  editor  for  Mademoiselle.  She  has  three  sons:  Andrew,  cur- 
rently at  Brown  University,  and  Billy  and  Jonathan,  both  students 
at  Greenwich  High  School. 

"She  has  turned  personal  obstacles  into

In  addition  to  her  work  for  Alpha-1,  Irvine  keeps  herself 
busy  attending  her  sons’  sports  games  and  participating  in  a 
local  Bible  study  group.  She  even  manages  to  play  golf,  though 
never  without  her  oxygen.  “Oxygen  makes  a big  difference,”  she 
says.  “Alpha- 1 is  an  insipid  disease.  When  your  breathing  gets 
in  the  way  of  your  living,  it  takes  a while  to  figure  out  what’s 
wrong  with  you.” 

“Bettina’s  approach  to  life  is  a wonderful  reflection  of  the  val- 
ues that  are  central  to  Pine  Manor  College,”  emphasizes  PMC’s 
Dean  Nia  Lane  Chester.  “She  has  turned  personal  obstacles  into 
a catalyst  for  reaching  out  to  others,  helping  individuals  and 
organizations  with  common  concerns  regarding  Alpha- 1 . She  has 
done  an  amazing  amount  of  work  to  educate  people,  to  reach 
out  to  fellow  victims,  and  to  encourage  and  stimulate  research. 
Pine  Manor  College  is  extraordinarily  proud  of  alumnae  like 
Bettina,  who  in  so  many  ways  reflect  the  principles  of  inclusive 
leadership  and  social  responsibility."

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Richard  (Dick)  E.  Deutsch,  noted  philanthro- 
pist, member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Pine 
Manor  College  for  18  years,  former  Chair  of 
the  Board,  and  Trustee  Emeritus  since  1986, 
died  on  Thursday,  June  13,  2002.  He  was  84. 

Dick's  special  connection  to  Pine  Manor 
began  when  his  daughter, 

Judith  Deutsch  MD  '64, 
attended  the  College.  His 
service  was  extraordinary.  In 
addition  to  his  terms  on  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  he  served  as 
a chair  of  the  Annual  Fund  for 
many  years,  and  in  1975  he 
inaugurated  the  Associates 
Club,  the  Annual  Fund's  lead- 
ership gifts  program. 

In  1987  Dick  was  presen- 
ted a Pine  Manor  College 
Distinguished  Service  Award, 
and  at  Commencement  1992 
he  was  awarded  the  Degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws,  honoris 
causa.  On  that  occasion  he 
was  cited  for  reaching  out  to 
"a  host  of  organizations,  most  of  them  small," 
and  making  "a  signal  difference  in  the  lives  of 
the  people  they  touch."  His  many  miles  of 
travel,  countless  telephone  calls  and  letters, 
and  hours  of  conference  freely  given  to  the 
College  were  gratefully  acknowledged  as  well. 

A firm  believer  in  the  College's  mission  to 


educate  women  for  roles  of  leadership,  Dick 
generously  supported  the  College's  fundraising 
campaigns  for  scholarships  and  academic  ini- 
tiatives. A dedicated  runner,  he  encouraged 
physical  fitness  among  the  entire  Pine  Manor 
community  by  helping  to  establish  the  Richard 
E.  Deutsch  Cross  Country 
Fitness  Trails.  The  Richard  E. 
Deutsch  Annual  Fitness  Run 
has  been  held  on  campus 
each  year  since  1986. 

A native  of  Chicago, 
Dick  lived  many  years  in 
Greenwich,  CT,  and  on 
Nantucket.  He  was  a gradu- 
ate of  Deerfield  Academy, 
Harvard  University  and  the 
Harvard  Business  School. 
With  eleven  women  and  one 
other  man,  he  founded  the 
Connecticut  Women's  Bank 
to  redress  discrimination 
against  women  applying  for 
loans.  He  also  sponsored  the 
first  integrated  racing  team  at 
the  Indianapolis  500. 

Pine  Manor  has  lost  a very  special  friend 
and  supporter.  Dick's  sound  advice,  steady  wis- 
dom, and  generous  spirit  were  treasured 
resources  for  many  years.  We  are  grateful  for 
the  leadership  and  vision  he  gave  to  the 
College.  We  will  miss  him.

"I  give,  devise,  and  becjueath  to  Pine  Manor  College,  a 
Massachusetts  charitable  corporation,  the  sum  of  $ (or  a percentage 
of  your  total  estate,-  or  the  rest,  remainder  and  residue  of  your 
estate  after  all  payments  and  becjuest s have  been  made,  or  a 
description  of  the  specific  asset]."  * 


You  are  encouraged  to  discuss  any  restrictions  you  may  wish  to 
place  on  the  gift  with  the  Development  Office  at  Pine  Manor 
College  to  ensure  that  the  gift  is  used  according  to  your  wishes.  If
